You shall swear that well and truly you shall serve Our Sovereign Lady the Queen and 
® As the case might her people, in the office of [Chancellor* or (Commissioners*)] for die custody of the Great 
be.

at or after the consecration thereof by any person whatsoever ; and that the invocation 
or adoration of the Virgin Mary or any other saint, and the Sacrifice of the Mass, as they 
are now used in the Church of Rome, are superstitious and idolatrous. - And I do solemnly 
and sincerely, in the presence of God, profess, testify, and declare that I do make this 
Declaration and every part thereof, in the plain and ordinary sense of the words read unto 
me, as they are commonly understood by Protestants, without any evasion, equivocation, 
or mental reservation whatsoever, and without any dispensation already granted me for 
this purpose by the Pope or any other authority or person whatsoever, or without th ink - 
ing that I am or can be acquitted before God or man, or absolved of thm Declaration or 
any part thereof, although the Pope, or any other person or persons, or power whatsoever 
should dispense with or annul the same, or declare that it was null and void from the, be- 
ginning. 



Oath of Justices of the Queen’s Bench and Common Pleas.

Queen by any way or colour. You shall not know any hurt or disheritmg of the Queen 
hut that you shall make it to Her to be known by you or by some other person. You 
shall do equal law and execution of right to all the Queen’s subjects, rich and poor, without 
having regard to any person. Ye shall not take, by you or any otlier person, privily nor 
apart, any gift or reward of gold or of silver, or anything which might turn to your profit 
but if it be meat or di-ink, and that of little value, of any man that shall have any plea or 
process haugiug before you, ae long as before yourself the pleas and processes'^shall be 
hanging, nor after for that cause ye shall take no fees of any person as long as ye shall be 
justice hut of the Queen. Ye shall not give any advice or counsel to any person, great or 
small, in a cause where the Queen is party ; and in case any person or persons, of what 
estate they be, come before you in yoim sessions, or assist with force and amis or otherwise, 
against the peace, or against the form of tlie statutes thereof made, to disturb the execu- 
tion of the common kw, or for to menace the people that they may not prosecute the law, 
ye shall do their bodies to be an-ested, and put them in prison ; and in case they be such as 
ye may not aj'resti ye shall then certify the Queen or Her Lieutenant, or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of this realm for the time being, of their names and of their mis- 
doings, diligently to the intent she may therefore ordain remedy. Ye shall not maintain 
by yourself nor by none other, privily nor openly, any plea or quan*el hangiug in the 
Queen’s court, or elsewhere in me county. Ye shall not delay any person common right 
for the Queen’s letters or the letters of any other person, nor for any other cause ; ana in 
case any letters come to you contrary to the law ye shall nothmg do for such letters, 
but ye thereof shall ceitify the Queen or the deputy, &c. And ye shall proceed to do the 
law the sanre lettex-s, notwithstanding ye shall pi-ooure the pi-ofit of the Queen and Her 
Crown in all things ye may reasonably do ; and in case that ye be found in default here- 
after in any of the points aforesaid, ye shall be at the Queen’s will of body, lands, and of 
behavioui*, to do thereof that shall please the Queen’s Grace.

against the laws o±‘ the land ; nor the Queen’s debts ye shall put in respite where that tliey 
may goodly be levied, and that the Queen’s needs ye shall speed before all other; and that 
for gift, wages, nor good deed, ye shall layrft, disturb, nor lett the profit and reasonable 
advantage of tbe Queen, in the advantage of any other person, nor of yourself, and that 
nothing ye shall take' of any person for to do wrong or i-ight to delay, or for to deliver, or 
to delay the people which that have to do afore you, but as hastily as you may them goodly 
to deliver without hurt of the Queen, and haring no regard to any profit liat might thereof 
to you he therein ye shall make to be delivered. And, whei*eas ye may know any wrong 
or prejudice to be done to tbe Queen ye shall put and do all to your power and diligence 
that to redress ; and if ye may not do it ye shall tell it to the Queen’s Majesty’s Lieu- 
tenant, &c., or other Chief Governor or Governors of the realm for the time being, or to 
them of Her counsel, which may make known to the Queen, if ye may not correct him j 
and the Queen’s counsel ye shall keep and layne in all things.

I, A. B., do truly and sincerely acknowledge, profess, testify, and declare, in my con- 
science, before God and the World, that Our Sovereign Lady Queen Victoria is lawful 
and rightful Queen of tliis Realm, and all other Her Majesty’s dominions and countries 
thereunto belonging. And I do solemnly and sincerely declai-e, tliat I do believe in my 
conscience, that not any of the descendants of the person who pretended to be Prince of "Wales 
during the life of the late King James the Second, and, smce his decease, pretended to be, 
and took upon himself the style and title of King of England, by the name of James the 
Third, or^ of Scotland, by the name of James the Eighth, or the style and title of King of 
Great Britain, hath any right or title whatsoever to the Crown of this Realm or any other 
the Dominions thereunto belonging ; and I do renounce, refu.se, and abjure any allegiance or 
obedience to any of them. And I do swear, that I will bear faith and true allegiance 
to Her Majesty Queen Victoria, and her will defend to the utmost of my power, against 
all traitorous conspiracies, and attempts whatsoever, which shall be made against her per- 
son, Crown, or dignity. And I will do my utmost endeavour to disclose and make known 
to Her Majesty and her sriccessors, all treasons, traitorous conspiracies, Avhich I shall know 
to be against her, or any of them. And I do faithfully promise, to the utmost of my 
power, to support, maintain, and defend the succession of tne Crown against tlie descen- 
dants of the said James, and against all other persons whatsoever, which succession, by an 
Act, intituled, An Act for the fm-tlier limitation of the Crown, and better securing the 
rjgh^ and liberties of the Subject, ” is aud stands limited to the Princess Sophia, Electoress 
and Duchess Dowager of Hanover , and the heirs of her body, being Protestants. And 
all these things I do plainly and sincerely acknowledge aud swear, according to these ex- 
press words by me spoken, and according to the plain common sense and understanding 
of the same words, without any equivocation, mental evasion, or secret reservation what- 
soever. And I do make this recognition, acknowledgment, abjuration, renunciation, and 
promise, heartily, willingly, and truly, upon the true faith of a Christian.
